Lake Groton is in the northwest corner of the town, three 
-miles long, three-fourths of a mile wide and ccntains 1800 acres. On 
both sides are hills, and at the north rise Owl’s Head, Little Deer 
and Big Deer Mountains making a sky-line of great beauty. On the 
south from the Forest highway, near Rocky Point, the view opens 
to a wide range taking in the White Mountains and Connecticut 
valley. On its shores are located over fifty cottages—summer 
homes for people in near-by towns and cities, and several from 
distant parts in New England. 


The lake is nearly surrounded by the State Forest Area and 
on the west shore has been developed with a highway to the water, 
large parking ground, large lodge, fireplaces, tables, tent platforms 
for campers and tourists, with a caretaker to look after the area. 


Camping, boating, bathing and mountain climbing are en- 
joyed by an ever increasing number of campers and tourists. — 
Trails are open to Big Deer, Littlhe Deer and Owl’s Head. The 
easier course can be taken by auto to Owl’s Head and a short climb 
to the top with a delightful view of mountains, lakes and forest. 


One of the attractions of Lake Groton is being close to 
Nature—a sparkling lake in forest fastness. Wild life is abundant. 
Deer gambols on its shores and the industrious beavers are busy 
building dams and houses in the forest. 


When touring Vermont take a trip to Lake Groton and enjoy 


life with modern camping comfort in the midst of nature’s sylvan x

For inclusion in your Annual Report, I wish to advise you that pay- 
ments of old age assistance and funeral claims to persons filing appli- 
cation in your town amounted to $2640.00 for the twelve months period, 
January 1, to December 31, 1937. Only six months of this period was 
under the new appropriation available July 1. For the month of Dec- 
ember, 1937, $262.50 was paid to twenty-one persons. 


The Vermont Old Age Assistance Department has, in common with 
other relief agencies, experienced unusual demands on its funds, which 
are not unlimited. . 


96% of all funds available to the department have been paid in 
form of benefits to the aged and only 4% required for administration. 


I wish to express my appreciation for the fine degree of co-opera- 


tion the department has enjoyed from town and city officials and all 
other interested citizens.

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Report of Superintendent 


Members of the School Board of Groton: 


I have the pleasure to submit, herewith, my annual report of the 
conditions existing in the schools of the town of Groton. 


The Caledonia-Orange district is made up of four towns and one 
incorporated district as follows: Newbury, Ryegate, Groton, Orange 
and Wells River Incorporated District. 


There are forty-six teachers in the district. This number is one 


less than last year. One school in Orange was closed this year. There 
are fifteen teachers in Newbury, eleven in Ryegate, nine in Groton, six 
in Wells River and five in Orange. The total number of pupils enroll- 
ed in the district during the Fall term was 877. | 


In regard to the town of Groton some mention should be made of 
the financial situation of the school system. In the school year 1928- 
1929 the schools received $10582.40 from tax money. This year they 
received $6752.89 from tax money, a reduction of $3829.51 in tax money 
paid to the schools. The school tax rate has been steadily reduced. 


At the same time the Directors have made needed improvements and — 


kept expenses within the receipts. This has been made possible be- 
cause of increased state aid and the large number of high school tui- 
tion pupils. : 


Some people look at the Feb. rst balance in the school account and 
because of the large amount think that the school tax can be cut down. 
This amount has to carry the schools until July 1st so that the balance 
July 1st is the one to consider. 


Some people think that tuition pupils come and that all we have to 


do is to enrollthem. There are at least six other schools competing for 
students in this territory. These schools are continually improving 


_ their buildings and courses of study. In order to modernize our village 


building and offer all the courses which we should the town should raise 
a tax of $1.30 and should have more. If this is not done now the town. 
will have to do it eventually to carry on current expenses without any 
improvements to show for the extra money. 
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pic Among the improvements needed are a modern electric lighting 

‘ J _ system, room for an agriculture and shop work course and an addition- 
eal source of water supply. Several rooms and palways also need re- 
pairs. 


The organization of the high and graded school was again changed 
this year. The seventh and eighth grades were put back into the ele- 
_ mentary school with the sixth grade in the same room. This relieved 
the crowded conditions in the two other elementary rooms. The high 
; school now isa four year high school with one less teacher than last 
_ year. The seventh and eighth grade girls still have the advantage of 
_ the home economics course and the boys have general science. 


’ Improvements were contirued this year. The toilets were not 
‘ satisfactory to the State Board of Health so that work on these was 
_ necessary. A modern toilet system has been installed which is not 
ee only sanitary. But adds much to the appearance of the building. 


: The entrance ‘3 the building has also been improved. Some work 
Aas, was necessary here as the doors were dilapidated and the halls were 

- difficult to heat. The changes have improved the appearance of the 
building and made it easier to heat. New adjusted curtains have been 
secured for two rooms. 


é Good courses are now offered in home economics and in commer- 
_ Cial subjects in addition to the regular college preparatory subjects. A 
_ course in Boys Home Economics has been introduced this year. A 
course in Agriculture and Shop Work should be introduced. Vermont 
is an agricultural state and many high schools are now offering agri- 

culture. Both Federal and State aid are now available for this course.

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The P. T. A. is financing the work of a music and art teacher this 
year. Mrs. Foster, the teacher, is teaching music and art in the grades 
and has organized both a girls’ and boys’ glee clubs in the high school. 
The P. T. A. has also contributed towards a new drinking fountain for 
the school. 


Funds have been raised at Westville school to improve the equip- 
ment. The new teacher here is Miss Grace Chamberlin of East 
Ryegate. I wish to take the opportunity here, publicly, to express my 
appreciation to Mrs. Ida Ricker for all that she has done for the 
schools of Groton during her many years of faithful service. 


At the South school the community has raised some money to be 
used in securing needed equipment. A blue print was secured from 
the state department showing needed improvements and a meeting of 
the parents was held to see about i improving the school. The enroll- 
ment for the Fall term was eight. The small enrollment is due to the 
fact that Topsham i is maintaining the Granite Street school. 


A table showing the enrollment by schools and by grades for the 
Fall term is given below. The per cent attendance is also given.
